dicious Meaſures propoſed by the D. of Marlborough, 
were put in Execution, and therefore it was reſolv d 
to attack them, The Enemy being poſted alongrhe 
Lines with 100 Battalions, and 146 Squadrons, which 
made the Two Armies pretty equal, according to that 
Computation, the Allies being 95 Batralions, and 159 
Squadrons, it was reſolved to make a Feint to divide 
their Forces; and accordingly the Army under Mon- 
ſieur 4 Auverquerque decamp'd from Vignamont the 
17th, at Three a Clock in the Morning, and march'd 
towards Burdine on the other ſide of the Mehaign, and 
the Duke of Marlborough made a Motion at the ſame 
Time, as if he intended to ſupport Monſieur 4. Auver- 
querque in the Attack of the Lines about Meffelen, 
where they are not ſo ſtrong as in other Parts.

* thereabours. The Country along that Coaſt is level, 
very Fruitfull, and well Cultivated, being warered

Way, and the Ditch, and got upon a Curtain which 
* was not quite finiſhed.: and notwithſtanding the 
* continual Fire of the Enemy from all parts, they 
gained the Bulwark of a new Fortifcation, beat the 
_ out of it, and obliged them to retire into the 
aſtle. 

At this time the Prince of Damſtad, who was pre- 
{ent every where, being deſirous to puſh forward 
*and poſſeſs himſelf of a Poſt that could hinder

This diſmal Accident ſtruck a Damp upon the 
Soldiers Spirits, who had great Confidence in the 
Prince and they began to be diſheartned much more 
chen they ſaw that the Marqueſs of Risbourg was 
morched out of Barcelona to ſuccour the Line of 
© Comunication, and had brought into the Citadel a. 
* bove 300 Grenadiers. But the Earl of Peterborough, 
* who was in another Place, having Advice of the 
© Prince's Death, immediately went to that Poſt, and 
© according to his known Valour compoſed the Minds 
© of the Soldiers, who were in ſome fort of Confuſion 
and made them return and repoſſeſs themſelves of 
© their Poſts, which they were beginning to abandon; 
© his Lordſhip behaving himſelf with that greatnefsof 


Soul, and that Prudence, which ſhew'd him capable 


in every reſpect of ſupplying the Place of fo valiant 
* a Prince; and his Preſence reſtored our Matters, 
* which werein a hazardous Condition. A Company 
© of Caſtilians with their Captain, and another of En- 
gliſh and Dutch, commanded by an Engliſþ Colonel, 
poſſeſling themſelves of the Ditch of the Caſtle, in 
order to take the Gate, being encouraged thereto by 
© ſome of the Enemy's having thrown up their Hats 
in Honour of King Charles the Third, and declared 
for him: The Marqueſs of R:sbourg with the Grena- 
* diers came up in the mean Time, and having cut off 
their Retreat, obliged them to lay down their Arms, 
and afterwards ſent them Priſoners into the Town, 
and with him thoſe who had declared for the Catho- 


lick King, changing part of the Garriſon of the Ca- 


*\tle; and having thus compoſed all Matters, he te- 
tired, fearing to be intercepted in his Retreat as our 
Miquelets had deſigned he ſhould, who a little while 
after, gained a Fort called St. Bertram, in whici 
* were Five Pieces of Cannon, and the Communicati- 
on between the Town and Citadel was thereby en- 
*tirely cut off. „

The 

Generals were aſſembled together to concert the in- 

tended Attack, and it was found expedient to make 

Two Attacks, one on the Right, and the other on 

the Left; one by the Imperialiſts, the other by the 

Danes, and the conſiſting but of Eight weak 

Battalions, whereas there were Twelve full Battalions 

of the Imperialiſts, Two of them were ordered to 

reinforce the Danes, The Imperialiſts choſe the At- 

tack on the Right, which was the Enemy's Left 

Wing, and General Herboe, with great Courage, led 

on the Troops of the Left.

of Tollet, march'd from our Right to attack the Ene- 

my; and Major-General Baron Virmont, and the Oa- 

niſß Colonels Offen and Mal zon, with Four Compa- 

nies of Daniſh Grenadiers, Two Battalions of the 

ſaid Major-General's Regiment, and the Eight Da. 

nf Battalions did the ſame from the Left. Both the 

entire Wings of Horſe were commanded to ſuſtain 

theſe Troops, and were led up by Lieutenant Field- 

Marſhal Glockslſperge and the Marqueſs Cu/ans, rhe 

Major Generals Caraffa and Gerſtorff marching before 

with the Dragoons, and it being probable that they 

might hrſt break in on the Right by the Way of the 

Mountain, all the Raſcian Militia was order'd to fe- 

low on that Side.

They advanced then on 
bath Sides; Lieutenant-General Herboe led up his 
Troops in very good Order, through the Plain to a 
Rill, which moſt of their Battalions forded over, 
being up to the Middle in Water, and when they 
were advanced to the Riling-Ground, the Enemy 
began to fire upon them, which they did in as regu- 


lar a manner as any Infantry in the World could do, 


andthe Fire was continued by the throwing of Bombs, 
and cannonading them till the Germans were got over 
the Parapet ; which Action was fo much the more 
glorious, becauſe thoſe who defended it were for the 
moſt part Germans, and the very choice of their 
Troops, on whoſe Right were all the m—_ 


had with them. The ſaid Battalions, onthe other 


advanc'd with their Arms ſhoulder'd,and carrying Faſ- 
cines, and this without any Hurry or Diſorder, and 
without throwing in one Granado, or firing one Shot, 
till they came to the very Ditch; and then, bein 
ſeconded by the Dragoons of Fels and Geſtorf, whic 
follow'd them on Horſeback, and afterwards dif- 
mounted, they not only forced rhe firſt Intrenchment, 
but in one and the ſame Aſſault all the Works that 
were behind it, making a very great Slaughter, 
for they gave Quarter but to few of the. Ene- 
my. . | 

In the mean time, the Imperialiſtt on the Right, 


not being able to break in ſo eaſily, becauſe of the 


Straitneſs and Difficulty of the Ways, and of the 
Barricadoes which the Enemy had made in the Pa 
ſages over the Mountains, and the Left on the ot 

not being able to continue expoſed to the great Fire 0 
the Enemy, they could not atrack at one and the 
ſame time, but the latter made their Aſſault above a 
Quarter of an Hour before the other, the Danes 
being already in Poſſeſſion of the Poſts they attack d, 
before the Imperialiſis began to fire ; the Enemy, 
however, ſtill maintain'd their Poſts, buth in t 

Middle of the Intrenchment, and in that part which 
was Oppolite to the - Imperialiſts ; Colonel Wachten- 
donck, who was detached with Five Baxtalious If 
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General Lawenbourg, in Purſuance of the Orders gi- December, 


yen him, march'd cowards the Middle of the Ene- 
my's Intrenchment, and havingpaſs'd the Rill, which 
was before him, with greater Expedition than can 
be well imagined, and afterwards marching to the 
the Riling-Ground, was attack'd by a Body of Re- 
ſerve of the Enemy's Troops; whereupon he cauſed 
his Troops to halt, and drew them up in Order of 
Battle; and there wete ſent to his Athſtance Three 
$quadaons of the Regiment of Alchan, being part of 
the Horſe of the Left-Wing, which in the mean time 
was come down into the Plain. 8 
The reſt of the Horſe of the Left · Wing poſted it 
ſelf along the Front of the great Intrenchment in 
the Plain, and General Count Lawenbourg began the 
Aſſault with great Reſolution ; and it lay upon him 
to make the greateſt Effort, and to receive the Ene- 
my's Fire, his Men having met with the greateſt 
Reſiſtance at the Attacking of the Enemy's Redoubr 
above-mention'd, and that Part of the Line which 
was next to it; but, notwithſtanding all this, that 
Body which he commanded, entted the Enemy's 
Works before the reſt of the Imperialiſts, with great 
Courage and Reſolution, and a Battalion of the Re- 
Ziment of Salm having forced this Redoubt, put all, 
to the Sword that were found init. The Wing of 
Horſe laſt mention'd obſerving this, advanced upon 
the full Trot towards the Intrenchment, repulſed the 
Enemy, and moſt of them diſmounting, but the reſt 
ceeping on Horſeback, (which, after the Action was 
over, ſeem'd to the Generals impoſlible) — thro 
the Ditch, and over the Paraper. The Foot, both 
on the Right-Hand and the Left, loſt not one Mo- 
ment's Time, and the Battalions on the Right, with 
commendable Emulation, ſtrove not to be behind 
hand with that of Salm; the Enemy were every 
where put into ſuch Diſorder, that nothing was to 
be ſeen, but a dreadful Scene of Blood and Slaughter 
he Regiment of Dragoons of Bareith, which had 
Orders to follow immediately the Foot, commanded 
by General Lawenbourg, did it with that Bravery, 
Which could not be ſufficiently commended, Which, 
one may ſay, was even wonderful, and forced theit 
\'9y through all the Enemy's Intfeticlirttedts z. and. 
gaz this 
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D.-«mber. this Juſtice was due to all the Raſei an Militia, which 
V was commanded by Captain Hug, and by their chief 


Captains Luca and Teckels, that they always advanc d 
with great Bravery and Reſolution, not at all Inferior 
even to that ofthe Germans: The Enemy's whole Line 
being thus forced in a very ſhort time, both the German 
Light Horſe and Curaſſiers were ſent in purſuit of the 
Enemy, and ſoon came up with their Foot. of whom 
they made a moſt terrible Slaughter; and the Ruſci- 
ans being more nimble than the reſt, came up with 
the Regiments of the Malecontents of Anthony Eſter- 
haſi, and Anthony Nai, and of part of that of Forgazz, 
who were all Germans; broke them, and though the 
Encmy faccd about ſeveral times, and defended them- 
ſelves very bravely, they routed them in ſuch a 
Manner, that by the Number of dead Bodies which 
remained upon the Place, they judged that very few 
eſcaped; and afterwards they fell in with a great 
part of the Enemy's Baggage, kill'd all thoſe that 
were in it, and got a very good Beoty, in which 
there was this Misfortune, That all Regotskj's uri. 
tings were loſt, the Boxes in which they were laid 
up happening to be trod to pieces in the Mud: A 
ſmall Party purſued Forgarz himſelf, and miſſed him 
very narrowly ; beſides a great Number of rhe Ene- 
my, whom we killed in the Manner above mention- 
ed. they took Priſoners ſeveral Hundreds of German. 
and French, among whom were ſeveral Officers, ma- 
ny of them belonging tothe Artillery; beſides which, 
they took above 60 Colours and Standards, 28 Pieces 
of Cannon, ſeveral ſtuall Mortars for the throwing of 
Hand-Granadoes, abundance of Ammunition a 

other Warlike Stores; and beſides much other Boo- 
ty, a great Number of Waggons laden with Provi- 
ſions: Beſides the Enemy which were taken Priſo- 
ners, as above mentioned, or were diſperſed, they 
were aſſured, that above 6000 remained dead upon 
the Place. When the Evening was well nigh ſpent, 
a Raſcian brought in bound the — de Bcllegard, 
who was arrived but Three Days before in Ragorolzs 


Camp, being come by the Way of Conſtantinople and 

Wallachia, with the Character of Envoy from France; 

this Raſci an had made him walk on Foot 2 conſide. 

table Way, ſtrip'd to his Shirt, holding han 
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der terrible Appprehenſions; he is Colonel of a Re- 
giment in France, and had by this Accident loſt a 
very fine Equipage, and a conſiderable Sum of Mo- 
uy: General Herbevil found no Difficulty to poſ- 
ſels himſelf of ſeveral Places that the Malecontents 
had made to declare for them, and abſolutely clear'd 
that Principality of them, except Deva which is uncer- 
tain whether yet ſurrendred to the Imperialiſts, This 
done, he caus'd the Eſtates' of the Principallity to 
be aſſembled, and they renounc'd all fort of Adhe- 
rence to Prince Regoteki, and declar'd the Emperor 
to be their true and lawful Soveraign. 

This Victory was certainly very Conſiderable, 
tho* not ſo great, as ſome Advices have ſince inform- 
ed us, as this Account makes it to be. 

As for the Imperial and French Armies in Lombar- 
dy, no Action of any moment hapned between them 
before the went into Winter Quarters, which they 
did not, till che Year was near ſpent : Only the Ve. 
netian Territories ſuftered not a little from both of 
them; and for the Tranſactions in Piedmont, tho the 
French, after all their bouncing, as already mention-
